The  Town  Clerk  received  the  resignation  of  Matteo 
DeVita  as  a  Precinct  Member  in  Precinct  No.  1.  An  elec¬ 
tion  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  one  (1)  year  was  held  and 
Esther  L.  DeVita  was  elected  as  a  member. 

The  Monitors  reported  178  persons  present  so  the 
Town  Clerk  read  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting  and 
the  officer’s  return  thereon,  also,  the  warrant  for  the 
special  town  meeting  was  read  and  the  officer’s  return 
thereon. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  take  action  on  the 
Special  Town  Meeting. 

Article  1.  Voted:  To  pass  over  the  article. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  dissolve  the  warrant 
for  the  special  town  meeting.  The  warrant  was  dissolved 
at  8:20  P.  M. 

Under  Article  1.  of  the  annual  warrant  the  following 
committee  submitted  said  report: 
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Report  of  World  War  II  Memorial  Committee  and 
Korean  War  and  Memorial  Committee 

These  committees  comprised  of  five  town  meeting 
members  each,  appointed  by  Moderator  John  F.  Curran, 
and  representing  the  five  precincts  were  established  by 
the  authority  of  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  Members 
under  Article  73  of  the  Town  Warrant,  at  the  last  annual 
Town  Meeting,  held  in  March  1955. 

These  committees  voted  to  combine  and  act  as  a 
joint  committee  at  its  first  meeting  held  May  9,  1955. 
The  mission  of  these  committees,  under  the  article  was  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  erecting  a  monument  or  mon¬ 
uments  to  honor  persons  from  Milford  mustered  into  the 
Armed  Forces  during  World  War  II  and  the  Korean  Con¬ 
flict. 


The  various  members  of  the  combined  committees 
were  polled  after  study  and  consideration  was  given  to  a 
natural  monument,  and  the  resulting  opinion  was  to  rec¬ 
ommend  that  these  committees  be  continued  to  further 
investigate  the  possibility  of  erecting  a  memorial  to  our 
heroes  living  and  dead.

The  Board  held  bi-monthly  meetings  during  the  year 
at  the  newly  acquired  Planning  Board  office,  with  several 
special  meetings  being  called,  on  sub-division  projects,  and 
considered  numerous  matters  for  the  betterment  of  the 
Town.

WELFARE  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT 

Board  of  Public  Welfare, 

Milford,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  wish  to  submit  the  following  report  on 
my  activities  as  Town  Physician  for  the  period  from  Janu¬ 
ary  through  December,  1956. 


[174] 


During  this  period  I  had  one  hundred  nineteen  office 
visits  from  patients  on  general  welfare.  I  also  visited 
patients  on  welfare  in  the  various  rest  homes  in  town  and 
at  private  homes. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Milford  Medical  Home 
in  December,  1955,  1  have  made  an  average  of  six  calls 
weekly  there.  The  average  number  of  patients  for  the 
first  quarter  was  ten;  during  the  last  quarter  the  average 
was  thirty-three.  The  total  number  of  admissions  for  the 
year  was  seventy-nine. 

The  establishment  of  the  Milford  Medical  Home  and 
the  utilization  of  the  excellent  physical  facilities  owned  by 
the  Town  of  Milford  for  the  purpose  of  providing  nursing 
care  for  the  people  of  this  community  has  been  a  most 
worthwhile  project.  Steady  progress  has  been  made  to 
provide  the  institution  with  modern  equipment  in  order 
that  patients  may  receive  the  best  care  possible.  Since 
the  institution  is  operating  on  a  financially  profitable  basis, 
further  improvement  is  contemplated. 

I  wish  to  state  further  that  I  consider  the  Milford 
Medical  Home  an  asset  to  this  community  fulfilling  an  ur¬ 
gent  need  for  people  who  require  nursing  home  care. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  nursing  staff 
who  have  done  their  work  with  enthusiasm  and  devotion. 

I  wish  also  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  pleasant 
relations  and  cooperation  extended  to  me  by  Mr.  James 
Ahearn,  the  members  of  the  Welfare  Board,  and  to  the  en¬ 
tire  personnel  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  follow¬ 
ing  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

Dr.  Nicholas  J.  Capece  was  re-elected  Chairman  of 
the  Board  for  the  year  at  the  organization  meeting  on 
March  6,  1956.  Other  members  of  the  Board  are  Frank 
Calzone  and  Harris  Tredeau. 

The  appointments  were  as  follows:  Clerk  and  Agent, 
Benjamin  N.  Colabello;  Nurse,  Alice  Fitzpatrick;  Physi¬ 
cian,  Eugene  E.  Allen;  Dentist,  Dr.  Joseph  C.  MacLellan; 
Plumbing  Inspector,  Charles  J.  Ferrante;  and,  John  F. 
Power,  additional  Plumbing  Inspector;  Burial  Agent,  Oscar 
Ayotte;  Meat  and  Slaughtering  Inspector,  Nelson  C.  Dion; 
Emergency  Meat  and  Slaughtering  Inspector,  Philip  Roy; 
Person  to  Receive  and  Report  Contagious  Diseases,  Benja¬ 
min  N.  Colabello. 

During  the  year  twenty-four  regular  meetings,  two  spe¬ 
cial  meetings,  and  several  conferences  were  held. 

Contracts  for  the  collection  of  garbage  were  awarded 
to  John  Molinari  for  three  years  for  $12,000.00  and  to 
James  Ferrucci,  for  one  year  for  $3,350.00. 

Under  the  new  regulations  regarding  collection  of 
garbage,  beginning  Jan.  1, 1954,  the  collected  material  must 
be  cooked  before  feeding  to  hogs.  We  are  complying  with 
such  regulation,  but,  find  that  the  garbage  collection  costs 
have  risen. 

The  Food  Handling  Training  Course  was  not  given 
by  the  State  in  1956,  but,  preparations  are  being  made  to 
co-operate  with  the  State  Dept,  of  Health  in  such  a  course 
for  1957. 
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As  a  result  of  the  course  held,  correct  methods  of  wash¬ 
ing,  sanitizing  and  storing  eating  utensils,  dishes  and 
glasses  are  being  stressed,  together  with  the  proper  handling 
of  sanitary  paper  service,  safe  practices  in  serving  food  and 
personal  hygiene. 

The  rodent  control  program  at  the  town  dump  is  be¬ 
ing  carried  out  so  that  an  expert  exterminator  conducting 
the  work  is  producing  satisfactory  results. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  working  on  the  feasibility  and 
advisability  of  fluoridation  of  the  local  water  supply  as  a 
means  of  helping  reduce  tooth  decay.  An  article  will  be 
inserted  in  the  Warrant  to  determine  public  sentiment. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Mass.  Public  Health  Dept.,  the 
Salk  Vaccine  Program  was  instituted  and  injections  were 
given  to  first  and  second  grades. 

In  connection  with  the  Mass.  Public  Health  Dept.,  the 
Salk  Vaccine  Program  was  instituted.  Over  5500  injections 
were  administered. 

Our  Town  had  no  Polio  Cases  reported  in  1956. 

Because  of  the  sleeping  sickness  here,  a  spraying  pro¬ 
gram  was  conducted  for  Public  Interest.

Survey  Following  Conference 

Following  a  conference  with  town  officials  and  staff 
personnel  of  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering,  prelimin¬ 
ary  steps  for  conducting  a  special  Air  Pollution  Survey  have 
been  taken.  The  conference  was  held  about  April  15,  1956, 
with  Division  personnel  and  Mr.  Nathan  Rosenfeld,  Town 
Counsel,  and  Mr.  Benjamin  N.  Colabello,  Agent  and  Clerk 
for  the  Town  of  Milford.  The  survey  will  be  conducted 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  784  of  1955.  The  Town 
appropriated  $525.00  for  this  survey.

Spaced  physical  examinations  are  given  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  during  the  school  year  by  the  Board  of  Health  Physi¬ 
cian,  Eugene  E.  Allen,  M.D.  Notices  of  these  defects  are 
sent  home  to  the  parents  or  guardians,  and  corrections  are 
made  by  their  family  physician  or  the  child  may  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  any  of  the  various  clinics,  held  at  the  Worcester 
Clinics. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  is  given  to  the  students 
during  the  school  year,  and  follow-up  work  is  done  to  be 
sure  the  corrections  are  being  made. 
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The  students  are  weighed  and  measured  during  the 
school  year,  and  are  frequently  inspected  for  evidences  of 
disease  and  for  cleanliness. 

Any  child  with  specialized  health  problems  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Worcester  health  clinics  which  are  held  month¬ 
ly,  or  to  the  Children’s  Hospital  in  Boston,  where  an  ap¬ 
pointment  can  be  made  for  them. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  held  each  day  of  the  week  in  the 
morning,  at  the  Board  of  Health  rooms  for  all  the  schools 
in  the  town  up  to  the  fourth  grade,  and  the  children  who 
are  unable  to  pay  for  dental  care,  and  for  any  emergencies.

Antigen  clinics  were  held  at  the  Milford  High  School, 
Feb.  9,  March  8,  and  April  25,  for  babies  and  the  younger 
children.  Triple  antigen  is  given  to  the  children  under  six, 
and  double  antigen  to  the  children  six  and  over.  Total 
inoculated — one  dose,  42;  two  doses,  37;  three  doses,  11. 

A  double  antigen  clinic  was  held  one  school  day  morn¬ 
ing  at  the  Milford  High  School  for  the  High  School  Juniors 
and  the  six  graders  of  all  the  schools  in  the  town.  These 
classes  were  given  a  booster  dose,  because  of  the  rise  of 
diphtheria  cases  in  some  parts  of  the  country  in  young 
adults. 

Polio  Clinics: 

There  were  twenty  polio  clinics  held  at  the  Milford 
High  School  this  year  and  each  morning,  approximately 
375  to  400  children  and  babies  were  immunized.  Attending 
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physicians  were  Nicholas  J.  Capece,  M.D.,  Eugene  E.  Allen, 
M.D.,  and  John  Cicchetti,  M.D. 

All  of  the  children  have  received  their  second  inocu¬ 
lation,  the  third  inoculation  will  be  given  in  the  near  fu¬ 
ture.  All  parents  will  have  to  sign  another  consent  slip 
for  the  third  inoculation  as  the  other  consent  slips  from 
the  State  Dept,  were  only  for  the  first  two  inoculations. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  thank  all  who  assisted  at 
these  clinics. 

Tuberculin  Patch  Test: 

The  tuberculin  patch  test  was  given  to  all  public  and 
parochial  school  children  in  the  pre-primary  grades,  and  to 
all  the  students  entering  school.  This  consists  in  putting 
a  patch  (which  is  like  a  band-aid)  on  the  child’s  back.  It 
is  put  on  Monday,  removed  Wednesday,  and  the  reaction 
is  read  on  Friday.  Any  positive  reactions  are  recommended 
to  have  a  chest  x-ray  at  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium. 
A  positive  reaction  does  not  suggest  any  tuberculosis  in 
the  child,  but  does  show  that  the  child  had  been  a  contact 
to  tuberculosis  at  some  time,  and  an  x-ray  should  be  taken.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  Milford: 

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report  for  1956  with 
financial  report  appended. 

Calzone  Park  was  repaired  after  the  Flood  of  1955  but 
more  work  is  still  to  be  done  on  resurfacing  and  resodding 
of  this  park. 

The  Playgrounds  had  another  successful  season  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Benjamin  F.  Consoletti.  The  Pros¬ 
pect  Heights  Playground  was  added  this  year,  making  a 
total  of  six  playground  areas.  We  hope  to  extend  the  sea¬ 
son  this  year  to  eight  weeks.  More  equipment  is  needed 
for  the  Prospect  Heights  Playground  and  it  should  be  de¬ 
veloped  more,  including  the  moving  of  the  War  Memorial 
to  another  area. 

The  last  tennis  court  was  hot-topped  this  year  and  with 
the  fences  straightened  and  painted,  the  courts  should  be 
in  top  condition. 

The  Park  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  Madame  Bon- 
compagni  for  her  annual  gift  to  the  Town  for  the  care  of 
Draper  Park.

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Report  of  the  Chief  of  Police 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Town  Hall,  Milford,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report  of  ar¬ 
rests  and  other  duties,  performed  by  your  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  during  the  year  of  1956. 

The  Town  of  Milford  was  honored  by  the  American 
Automobile  Association  with  a  citation  for  our  program  of 
Pedestrian  Accident  Control.  The  Town  was  also  hon¬ 
ored  by  the  National  Safety  Council  in  recognition  of  its 
accomplishments  in  completing  the  year  of  1955  without 
a  fatal  motor  vehicle  traffic  accident,  within  the  municipal 
limits.  Our  Safety  program  is  under  the  direction  of  Sgt. 
James  J.  Curley,  Safety  Officer. 

Sgt.  John  J.  McGrath,  Director  of  the  Auxiliary  Po¬ 
lice  Unit,  has  continued  the  fine  program  for  the  year  1956. 
They  certainly  are  essential  in  an  emergency,  for  with¬ 
out  their  assistance  we,  in  the  Police  Department,  would 
be  sorely  taxed. 

Patrolmen  Joseph  J.  Nigro  and  Americo  V.  Mancini 
were  graduated  from  the  Police  Officers  Training  School, 
sponsored  by  the  Mass.  Police  Chiefs  Association  and  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  State  Police  Training  School  at  Framingham, 
Mass.  Since  the  School  has  been  operating  we  have  had 
ten  patrolmen  graduated  from  our  total  of  sixteen  patrol¬ 
men.  We  commend  the  school  and  hope  to  continue  our 
policy  of  sending  them  to  the  school. 

Recommendation  is  respectfully  made,  that  Police  Call 
Boxes  be  installed  on  Main  and  Central  Streets  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  and  the  patrolmen  on  those  beats. 
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Further  recommendation  is  made,  that  the  Town  pur¬ 
chase  a  Servi-car  (three-wheel  motorcycle)  which  will  en¬ 
able  your  Police  Department  to  better  enforce  the  Traffic 
Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Town  of  Milford. 

I  further  recommend  that  immediate  action  be  taken 
to  relieve  the  Traffic  situation  in  our  Town.  To  point  up 
the  most  important  facts  to  justify  my  recommendation  I 
submit  the  following  from  the  records  of  the  Board  of  As¬ 
sessors:  In  1952  cars  registered  totaled  5,192  compared 
with  1956  the  complete  records  show  6,235  cars  registered. 
An  increase  of  1,143  cars. 

The  Tax  Collector  will  receive,  for  the  year  1955  a  total 
of  $139,667.21  for  Excise  Taxes.  Therefore,  I  recommend 
that  an  authority  for  Off  Street  Parking,  be  set  up,  similar 
to  the  Housing  Authority  and  that  they  be  authorized  to 
borrow7  sufficient  funds  to  set  up  the  Off  Street  Parking 
areas  and  that  the  income  be  used  to  pay  off  the  debt.  This 
manner  of  financing  w^ould  not  raise  the  tax  rate  appre¬ 
ciably. 

The  facilities  in  your  Police  Department  are  so  small 
that  we  are  unable  to  carry  out  our  duties  in  an  up  to  date 
manner.  The  cells  in  lower  Town  Hall  are  a  disgrace  to  a 
community  such  as  Milford.  The  law  states  that  we  should 
have  adequate  and  private  facilities  for  Juveniles,  that,  we 
do  not  possess  and  do  not  have  the  room  to  provide.  We 
have  no  room  for  lockers  and  for  meetings  for  our  police 
officers.  No  room  for  private  and  complete  interrogation 
of  suspects,  no  room  for  inspections  and  roll  calls.  No  room 
for  the  storage  of  records  that  are  so  important  to  every 
citizen  of  our  Town.  I  could  go  on  and  on  about  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  more  space. 

Therefore,  I  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appoint¬ 
ed  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  converting  the  build¬ 
ing  on  Spruce  Street,  formerly  occupied  by  the  Highway 
Department,  into  a  new  Police  Station.  This  building  is  in 
an  ideal  location,  it  is  owned  by  the  Town  of  Milford  and 
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could  be  converted  into  a  Police  Station  for  a  very  small 
amount  of  money. 

I  also  recommend  that  Traffic  Lights  be  installed  at 
the  intersection  of  South  Main,  Water  and  Congress  Streets. 
After  long  investigation  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  with  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Judge  William  P. 
DiVitto,  who  was  serving  as  Representative,  the  Common¬ 
wealth  will  defray  two-thirds  of  the  total  cost,  about  $4,000, 
provided  the  Town  of  Milford  will  defray  one-third  or  about 
$2,000,  for  the  work  incidental  to  installation.  The  Com¬ 
monwealth  has  already  set  aside  their  share  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  until  after  Town  Meeting. 

I  also  recommend  the  licenses  for  pin-ball  machines  be 
prohibited  except  in  places  used  exclusively  by  adults. 
They  are  a  temptation  to  our  youth  and  serve  no  purpose 
and  the  Town’s  income  from  the*  source  does  not  justify 
their  existence. 

May  we  thank  your  Honorable  Board  and  all  Town 
Departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Tree  Warden  and 
Insect  Pest  Control  Superintendent

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  care,  re¬ 
moval  and  planting  of  trees  and  the  insect  pest  control 
program  for  the  year  1956. 

During  1956  I  have  cut  down  seven  dead  and  diseased 
Maple  trees.  I  have  also  trimmed  the  majority  of  all 
Maple,  Oak  and  Ash  shade  trees  in  the  Town. 

I  have  also  cut  down  and  destroyed  40  Elm  trees  that 
were  affected  by  the  Dutch  Elm  disease  as  well  as  topping 
sixteen  others  which  will  be  removed  in  1957.  As  a  result 
of  laboratory  tests  of  the  samples  taken  during  1956  there 
are  forty-two  more  Elms  that  have  the  Dutch  Elm  disease 
and  must  be  taken  down  and  destroyed. 

During  the  week  of  April  26,  1956  I  sprayed  all  the 
Elms  in  the  Town  with  a  25%  solution  of  D.D.T.  as  a 
dormant  spray  in  an  effort  to  kill  the  Elm  bark  beetles,  a 
carrier  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

During  the  week  of  June  7,  1956  I  sprayed  all  trees 
with  a  6%  solution  to  take  care  of  all  other  Insects  that 
prey  on  the  trees.  The  outskirts  of  the  Town  was  done  by 
airplane  and  the  streets  by  the  hydraulic  method. 

As  a  result  of  the  sleeping  sickness  epidemic  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  received  a  sum  of  money  to  spray  the  Town 
to  control  mosquitos.  On  August  29  and  31,  1956  and 
also  on  September  1  and  2,  1956  I  supervised  the  spraying 
program  that  the  Selectmen  planned  under  their  super¬ 
vision.  The  spraying  was  done  by  Helicopter  and  hydraulic 
pump.

On  October  8  and  9,  1956  I  bought  and  planted  27 
Swelder  maple  trees  in  different  sections  of  the  Town. 

During  1956  Brush  was  cut  and  removed  from  the  out¬ 
lying  roads  of  the  Town. 

Since  there  was  no  money  made  available  there  was 
no  spraying  done  for  poison  ivy  control  during  1956. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  various  departments  for  their  co¬ 
operation  with  me  during  the  past  year.

Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners 

To  the  Citizens  of  Milford: 

We  respectfully  submit  our  report  on  operation,  main¬ 
tenance  and  new  construction  work  of  the  sewerage  facili¬ 
ties  of  the  Town  for  the  year  1956. 


COLLECTING  SYSTEM 

Routine  flushing  of  certain  critical  sections  of  the 
sewer  system  was  accomplished,  and  an  expanded  clean¬ 
ing  operation  was  undertaken,  made  possible  by  new  and 
improved  sewer  cleaning  equipment. 

New  sewer  construction  was  undertaken  by  contract 
in  the  following  streets,  with  lengths  completed  as  follows: 
Union  Street  8"  538  feet — asbestos- cement  pipe 

Dilla  Street  8"  2240  feet — asbestos-cement  pipe 

Purchase  Street  8"  1020  feet — asbestos-cement  pipe 


3798  feet— 0.719  miles 

Approximately  100  feet  of  sewer  remains  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  Purchase  Street  when  weather  conditions  permit. 
The  sewer  extensions  in  Dilla  Street  and  Purchase  Street 
involved  sewage  lift  stations  with  completion  of  equipment 
installation  expected  in  the  early  part  of  1957.  Total 
length  of  sewers,  including  the  above  construction  is  32.462 
miles.  Forty-eight  (48)  additional  service  connections 
were  made,  bringing  the  total  to  2499.  In  addition,  720 
feet  of  6-inch  force  main  in  Dilla  Street  and  595  feet  of  8- 
inch  force  main  in  Purchase  Street  was  constructed  as 
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discharge  lines  from  the  lift  stations.  Work  under  this 
contract  remains  to  be  completed  in  the  Spring.  Chapter 
90  reconstruction  in  Dilla  was  delayed  resulting  in  poor 
resurfacing  conditions,  but  it  was  not  contemplated  to  ex¬ 
pend  sewer  construction  funds  for  this  work,  which  will  be 
done  in  1957. 


PUMPING  STATIONS 

New  pumping  equipment  was  installed  in  the  Med¬ 
way  Road  pumping  station,  increasing  the  capacity  of  this 
station  and  improving  operating  conditions.  Flood  relief 
repair  funds  were  made  available  for  replacing  the  over¬ 
flow  head  wall  for  the  Charles  Street  Station  and  this  was 
accomplished. 


TREATMENT  PLANT 

Design  of  improvements  to  the  treatment  plant  have 
been  under  way  and  bids  were  received  and  contracts 
awarded  for  principal  equipment  items,  with  construction 
work  to  be  undertaken  in  1957  as  planned.  Sewage  flows 
have  been  receiving  treatment  in  varying  amounts  from 
minimum  flows  of  1.5  million  gallons  daily  up  to  the 
capacity  of  the  plant,  with  inflow  rates  exceeding  4.0  mil¬ 
lion  gallons  daily  during  high  flow  periods. 

During  1956  Mr.  Richard  J.  Abretti  resigned  from  the 
Board  to  devote  more  time  to  construction  work  and  Mr. 
Joseph  L.  De  Luca  was  appointed  to  the  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND  THE  CITIZENS 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  MILFORD 

Herewith  I  submit  respectfully  the  seventy-eighth 
annual  report  of  the  School  Department  and  my  tenth  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 


PROGRAM 

Again,  and  with  regret,  I  report  that  the  program  of 
our  schools  is  restricted  in  a  significant  degree  by  the 
limitations  of  our  plant  facilities. 

In  the  areas  of  industrial  arts,  home  economics,  as¬ 
sembly,  physical  education,  hot  lunch  accommodations  and 
vocational  training,  our  children  are  being  denied  either 
completely  or  partially  the  benefits  they  would  derive  from 
these  essential  programs  if  we  had  the  proper  plant  facili¬ 
ties  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  impact  of  inadequate  facilities  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph,  this  year  has  seen 
another  serious  infringement  upon  our  program  offering; 
namely,  insufficient  classroom  space  in  certain  sections  of 
our  school  system. 

The  absence  of  sufficient  classroom  space  in  which 
to  house  the  numerically  increasing  pupil  population  has 
caused  certain  dislocations  of  pupil  assignments  and  over¬ 
crowded  classrooms. 

Many  schools  are  crowded  to  over  capacity  with  the 
result  that  the  quality  of  our  program  offering  to  our 
children  has  definitely  reached  the  critical  stage. 

Projections  of  future  pupil  enrollment  indicate  that 
the  requirements  for  space  will  become  increasingly  great¬ 
er  with  the  advent  of  each  successive  year. 
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My  recommendation  in  this  matter  is  to  construct  new 
building  facilities.  In  the  absence  of  new  construction,  the 
only  alternate  solution  appears  to  be  a  further  curtailment 
of  the  program  by  instituting  a  double  platoon  system 
in  certain  grades,  or  the  elimination  of  our  existing  pre¬ 
primary  classes.  Neither  of  the  latter  moves  are  recom¬ 
mended,  because  in  my  opinion  they  are  definitely  back¬ 
ward  steps. 

In  the  area  of  health  education,  all  previously  con¬ 
ducted  work  was  continued.  During  1956,  the  polio  vac¬ 
cination  clinics  were  conducted  in  a  highly  efficient  man¬ 
ner.  In  excess  of  4,000  persons  received  two  shots  of  polio 
vaccine.  The  third  shot  will  be  administered  early  in 
1957,  resulting  in  the  vaccination  of  the  entire  school  popu¬ 
lation  as  well  as  countless  pre-school  children  and  expect¬ 
ant  mothers. 

Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  District 
Nursing  Association  cooperated  harmoniously  with  School 
Department  personnel  in  this  worthwhile  program. 

Workshops  for  teachers  were  held  in  the  subject  of 
reading,  and  it  is  planned  to  continue  this  series  early 
in  1957  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  reading  skills  and 
talents  of  all  pupils. 

All  other  innovations  in  program  which  were  reported 
upon  previously  have  been  continued  and  have  in  many 
instances  been  improved  and  expanded!  The  lone  excep¬ 
tion  is  the  physical  education  program  which  has  been 
limited  slightly  at  the  South  Grammar  School  because  of 
lack  of  facilities.  It  was  necessary  to  convert  the  gym  room 
into  a  classroom  to  accommodate  the  larger  enrollment. 

PLANT 

The  policy  in  the  department  has  been  to  rehabilitate 
those  buildings  about  which  there  is  no  question  about 
their  continued  use  for  years  to  come,  and  to  expend  as

little  as  possible  as  is  consistent  with  good  business  sense 
on  those  buildings  which  will  probably  not  be  in  use  in 
a  very  short  time. 

Consistent  with  this  policy,  the  following  major  items 
were  accomplished  during  1956. 

High  School  Building 

1.  The  entire  back  (northerly)  wall  of  the  auditori¬ 
um  was  stripped  of  old  plaster  and  lathing,  and  new  metal¬ 
lic  lathing  and  new  plaster  was  applied. 

2.  The  entire  heating  system  was  checked  for  faulty 
traps  in  radiators  and  control  points,  and  wherever  it  was 
needed,  new  traps  were  installed. 

3.  A  new  gravel  and  tar  roof  was  laid  on  the  entire 
auditorium  section  of  the  building. 

4.  The  kitchen  and  dining  room  area,  including  the 
corridor  walls  and  ceilings,  were  repainted. 

5.  A  disposal  unit  was  installed  in  the  cafeteria  kit¬ 
chen  to  improve  hygienically  and  from  a  sanitation  point 
the  disposal  of  garbage. 

6.  A  hard  surface  (hot  top)  was  applied  to  the  area 
on  the  Spruce  Street  side  of  the  High  School.  This  job 
included  the  removal  of  five  elm  trees  in  very  poor  condi¬ 
tion  and  the  laying  of  service  lines  underground  to  both 
the  High  School  Building  and  the  Stacy  Jr.  High  School 
Building.  It  also  involved  the  relocation  of  basketball 
back  boards  used  by  the  pupils  of  the  Stacy  Jr.  High 
School. 

Stacy  Junior  High  School  Building 

1.  The  first  major  job  of  providing  adequate  light¬ 
ing  for  pupils  in  Milford  schools  was  accomplished  this 
year.  Fluorescent  lighting  was  installed  in  each  of  the 
classrooms  of  the  Stacy  School,  bringing  this  building 
up  to  nationally  accepted  standards  for  classroom  lighting. 
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2.  A  new  counter  and  filing  cabinet  arrangement  was 
installed  in  the  office  of  the  Principal. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Stacy  School  is  now 
in  excellent  condition,  being  rehabilitated  gradually  over 
a  period  of  about  five  years.  It  is  an  outstanding  example 
of  what  can  and  should  be  done  with  our  sound,  substan¬ 
tial  and  truly  worthwhile  buildings. 


Spruce  Street  School 

1.  A  new  hard  surface  (hot  top)  was  installed  in  the 
playground  at  this  building,  correcting  a  bad  condition 
which  had  existed  previously. 

2.  Complete  new  flooring  was  installed  in  the  class¬ 
rooms  and  corridors  of  this  building.  Complete  new  stair- 
risers,  including  anti-slip  nosings  on  all  of  the  stairs  from 
basement  to  second  floor,  were  installed  in  this  building. 
This  is  the  first  major  floor  replacement  job  in  our  school 
system  in  many  years. 

'  « 

3.  New  fluorescent  lighting  was  installed  in  each  of 
the  classrooms  of  this  building. 

This  building,  when  it  is  repainted  on  the  inside,  will 
be  another  example  of  a  sound,  rehabilitated  school. 

West  Street  School 

1.  The  walk  leading  in  from  the  street  was  repaired, 
a  berm  built  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  walk,  and  the  same 
was  seeded  after  being  properly  graded. 

Purchase  Street  School 

1.  A  new  urinal  installation  in  the  boys’  toilet  was 
made,  rectifying  a  condition  which  was  previously  unsatis¬ 
factory.

The  single  salary  schedule  for  teachers  has  a  minimum 
of  $3000  and  a  maximum  of  $4000  for  non-degree  teachers 
and  teachers  with  a  bachelor’s  degree.  Teachers  holding  a 
master’s  degree  receive  a  $200  increment  above  the  bache¬ 
lor’s  rate,  and  those  holding  a  doctor’s  degree  receive  a 
$200  increment  above  the  master’s  rate. 

Teachers  entering  the  system  without  experience  start 
at  the  minimum  salary  and  in  a  period  of  ten  years  they 
may  reach  their  maximum  through  a  combination  of  pro¬ 
fessional  study  of  twelve  semester  hours,  and  by  means  of 
automatic  annual  increments. 

Department  heads  are  given  an  increment  of  $500 
above  the  schedule. 

Elementary  school  principals  receive  an  increment  of 
$50,  plus  $10  per  classroom  in  the  school  of  which  they  are 
the  principal. 

The  salary  of  the  School  Nurse  is  $3450  per  year. 

The  salary  of  the  Attendance  Supervisor  is  $3600  per 

year. 

The  salary  of  the  School  Physicians  is  $800  per  year. 

The  salary  of  the  clerks  in  the  offices  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  and  High  School  Principal  is  $2910 
per  year. 
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The  rates  of  full  time  permanent  custodians  are 
$65.89  per  week  minimum  and  $75.89  per  week  maximum. 
The  difference  between  the  minimum  and  maximum  is 
reached  by  automatic  increases  of  $100  per  year  for  5 
years. 

Part  time  custodians  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  $15.97 
per  week. 

The  Cafeteria  Director  is  paid  at  the  rate  of  $45.00 
per  week  (for  40  weeks)  and  the  cooks  are  paid  at  the  rate 
of  $37.50  per  week  for  each  week  they  work.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen 

On  March  6,  1956,  the  day  following  the  re-election 
of  Marco  A.  Balzarini  Atty.  William  V.  Bellantonio,  and 
Atty.  Michael  P.  Visconti  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  your 
Board  met  and  organized  by  choosing  Mr.  Visconti  as  its 
Chairman. 

Last  year  we  reported  to  you  that  there  was  in  prog¬ 
ress  the  construction  of  two  factories  with  the  prospect 
of  more  being  constructed  in  the  near  future.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  at  this  time  that  many  local  citizens  are 
now  gainfully  employed  in  these  factories.  While  on  the 
subject  of  industrial  expansion  we  are  also  pleased  to  re¬ 
port  that  the  Fitzgibbons  Co.  has  expanded  its  facilities 
and  that  a  branch  of  the  company  is  now  in  operation  at 
its  former  location  in  Milford.  Also,  the  Richard  Hat  Co. 
is  in  the  process  of  expanding  and  the  Lish  Hat  Company 
of  Framingham  has  established  a  branch  factory  in  town. 
Continued  efforts  are  being  made  to  induce  other  indus¬ 
tries  to  locate  here  and  we  feel  that  the  chances  of  still 
greater  industrial  expansion  is  very  favorable  indeed. 

In  the  matter  of  Flood  Control,  we  would  like  to  re¬ 
port  that  a  bill  was  enacted  into  law  by  the  legislature  this 
past  year  providing  for  the  elimination  of  future  serious 
damage  to  property  caused  by  flood  waters.  Under  this 
law,  the  town  is  asked  to  contribute  15%  of  the  total  cost, 
the  county  is  asked  to  contribute  a  similar  amount  and 
the  Commonwealth  will  contribute  70%  of  the  entire  cost. 
We  have  officially  asked  the  County  Commissioners  to 
include  in  their  budget  the  sum  of  $115,000.00.  When  this 
budget  is  presented  to  the  legislature  for  approval  we  are 
certain  our  two  local  Representatives  and  our  Senator  will 
exert  every  effort  to  gain  the  necessary  approval.  If  suc¬ 
cessful,  our  town  will  have  taken  one  big  step  toward  the 
solution  of  our  periodical  floods. 
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Once  again  we  call  attention  to  the  urgent  need  of 
parking  areas  being  established  in  the  business  section  of 
Milford.  We  are  very  pleased  by  the  action  taken  by  some 
of  our  local  merchants  who  made  parking  areas  behind 
their  places  of  business.  They  are  to  be  highly  commended 
for  their  initiative  in  taking  such  a  step  toward  solving  the 
parking  problem. 

On  the  subject  of  parking  we  can  report  that  meetings 
have  been  held  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  others 
with  a  view  toward  taking  steps  to  eliminate  the  problem. 
As  a  result,  our  two  local  Representatives  in  the  legislature 
have  filed  a  bill  calling  for  the  establishment  of  a  so-called 
“Parking  Authority”.  If  this  bill  is  successfully  passed 
by  the  legislature  it  will  be  presented  at  the  town  meeting 
for  either  approval  or  disapproval. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  a 
radio  station  has  been  set  up  in  our  town.  All  will  agree, 
no  doubt,  that  such  a  station  is  a  great  and  valuable  asset 
*;o  any  community  as  it  can  be  the  media  by  which  many 
public  services  can  be  rendered  without  any  cost  to  the 
town  whatsoever.  We  feel  that  we  played  an  important 
role  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  this  station 
here.  We  wish  continued  success  to  the  operators  of  radio 
station  WMOO. 

During  1955,  a  new  “White  Way”  so-called,  was  in¬ 
stalled  on  Main  Street.  It  met  with  such  unanimous  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  townspeople  that  what  we  anticipated  has 
now  become  a  reality,  i.e.  an  enthusiastic  demand  for  more 
and  better  lighting  throughout  the  town.  While  such  light¬ 
ing  is  highly  desirable,  we  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  our  light  costs  are  rising  annually.  Our  present  costs 
approximate  $30,000.00.  This  year  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  installation  of  better  lighting  on  South 
Main  and  Jefferson  streets.  It  is  expected  that  other 
trouble  spots  will  be  surveyed  shortly  and,  if  such  a  survey 
indicates  a  definite  need  for  improved  lighting,  steps  will 
be  taken  to  make  the  necessary  installations. 
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Again  we  urge  the  necessity  of  taking  care  of  our 
trees,  especially  those  in  the  Town  Park  area.  The  devas¬ 
tating  effect  of  the  hurricanes  in  recent  years  is  beginning 
to  show  more  and  more  as  time  passes.  We  feel  that  steps 
should  be  taken  in  the  direction  of  ridding  the  town  of  use¬ 
less  trees  and  in  their  stead  new  ones  planted.  Our  Tree 
Warden  should  be  encouraged  by  all  citizens  to  carry  out 
this  task. 

As  in  past  years,  weekly  meetings  and  many  special 
meetings  have  been  held  by  us  during  the  past  year.  Legis¬ 
lative  hearings  were  attended  by  us,  also,  and  conferences 
were  held  with  various  State  Departments  on  matters  af¬ 
fecting  the  interest  of  our  town. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  the 
departments  and  department  heads  who  so  graciously  co¬ 
operated  with  us  in  carrying  out  our  responsibilities  and 
discharging  our  duties.  We  trust  that  our  service  has 
aided,  in  some  measure,  in  making  our  town  a  better  place 
in  which  to  live.

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Town  Counsel’s  Report 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  Town  Counsel  for  the 
year  1956,  I  found  five  actions  of  law  pending  against  the 
Town;  four  of  the  five  were  for  personal  injuries  received 
by  claimants.  The  other  was  for  welfare  aid  given  by  the 
City  of  Worcester  to  a  recipient  whose  legal  residence  was 
Milford.  The  cases  of  the  City  of  Worcester  against  the 
Town  of  Milford  have  been  settled  and  the  City  of  Wor¬ 
cester  has  reimbursed  the  Town  of  Milford  for  aid  given  to 
one  of  Worcester’s  residents. 

During  the  past  year  one  of  the  cases  went  to  final 
judgment  in  the  amount  of  $1,018  which  sum  was  paid  out 
of  available  funds  in  the  Treasury. 

Outstanding  against  the  Town  at  this  time  are  eight 
claims  for  both  personal  injuries  and  property  damage  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  claimants  due  to  alleged  defects  in  the  walks 
and  streets  of  the  Town  of  Milford  or  to  alleged  negligence 
in  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  by  personnel  of  the 
Town  departments. 

With  respect  to  claims  for  personal  injuries  filed 
against  the  Town  during  the  year  1956,  I  have  settled  all 
but  three  of  them. 

When  I  assumed  office  last  March,  there  was  in  the 
Damage  to  Persons  and  Property  Account  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00.  There  now  remains  a  balance  of  $25.30.

Many  conferences  were  held  with  various  town  offi¬ 
cials  and  many  opinions,  both  written  and  oral,  were  given 
to  the  Selectmen  and  other  officials  of  the  Town.  Many 
instruments  affecting  the  Town  were  drawn  and  recordevd. 
Many  trips  to  Boston  and  Worcester  in  connection  with 
the  Town’s  business,  and  in  some  instances  involving  and 
affecting  the  property  rights  of  worthy  citizens,  were  made 
by  me  at  my  own  expense. 


I  have  made  every  effort  to  be  courteous  to  both  of¬ 
ficials  and  citizens  who  called  on  me  for  help,  advice  and 
assistance  during  the  year.  Many  times,  as  in  the  past,  I 
went  beyond  the  requirements  of  my  duties  to  assist  and 
advise  those  of  our  citizens  who  sought  my  help. 


During  the  past  year,  there  was  created  a  vacancy  in 
the  Welfare  Department  due  to  the  resignation  of  one  of 
its  three  members.  This  evoked  extended  discussion  and 
much  controversy  among  our  townspeople.  By  implication 
and  innuendo,  there  have  been  attempts  to  fix  the  respon¬ 
sibility  on  your  Honorable  Board  for  filling  the  vacancy. 
In  spite  of  the  clear  statements  made  by  me  to  the  press, 
the  members  of  your  Board  and  to  interested  citizens  to 
the  effect  that  the  law  required  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Welfare  Department  to  notify  the  Selectmen  in  writ¬ 
ing  that  a  vacancy  existed  on  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare, 
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certain  elements,  for  reasons  best  known  to  themselves, 
persisted  in  making  statements  and  engaging  in  efforts  de¬ 
signed  and  intended  to  mislead  our  townspeople.  I  am 
shocked  and  appalled  by  such  efforts  and  can  only  con¬ 
clude  that  those  who  persist  in  such  tactics  are  motivated 
by  malice  or  are  acting  in  sheer  ignorance  of  the  law. 

Everyone  knows  or  should  know,  in  view  of  the  numer¬ 
ous  times  the  law  has  been  quoted  in  our  daily  press,  that 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  powerless  and 
absolutely  without  authority  to  fill  the  vacancy  existing 
in  the  Welfare  Department. 

For  the  edification  of  those  who  may  want  to  know 
the  law  on  the  subject  above  mentioned,  I  quote:  “If  there 
is  a  vacancy  in  a  board  consisting  of  two  or  more  members, 
except  a  board  whose  members  have  been  elected  by  pro¬ 
portional  representation  under  chapter  fifty-four  A,  the 
remaining  members  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to 
the  selectmen,  who,  with  the  remaining  members  of  such 
board  shall,  after  one  week's  notice  fill  such  vacancy  by 
ballot,  A  majority  of  the  ballots  of  the  officers  entitled 
to  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  such  election." 

(General  Laws,  Chap.  41,  section  11.) 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
your  Honorable  Board  for  affording  me  the  opportunity  to 
serve  the  Town  in  the  capacity  of  Town  Counsel;  and  I 
hereby  convey  to  all  department  heads,  boards,  committees 
and  all  town  officers  my  thanks  for  their  assistance,  and 
for  all  the  courtesies  extended  to  me  during  the  past  year.
